graves: the one, raps 77 oc- 
cur/um, to meet their Savi- 
our in the clouds; the other, 
verti retrorſum, to be turned 
down to hell, with all the 
people that forget God. 
Some of the Ancients 
were of opinion, that none 
ſhould come to judgement 
but they which are 7»ter pios 
impioſg, medis, of the middle 
ſort, Not the goaly; becauſe 
the Apoſtle ſaith , He that

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beleeveth hath everlaſting life, 
and ſhall not come to judge- 
ment,but ſhall paſſe from death 
ro life, John 5.24, Not the 
wicked;becanie, (asthe Plal- 
miſt ſaith) The angealy ſhall 
net ſtand in the judgement, nor 
ſenners un the congregation of 
the riphteons, 

"But here, in ſtead of the 
naturall milk, they ſuck ont 
the bloud of misinterpreta- 
tion. S. Auguſtine (whom 
we may ſafely follow as a 
gnide-ſtarre ) explaineth 
theſe Scriptures thus ; The 
godly ſhall not come 7» jud:- 
cium condemmationis, nor the 
wicked nz judicium elettto- 
is, Again, for that text of 
the Prophet, Pfal. 1, 6. it is 
remarkable, how accurately 
the holy Ghoſt there ſpeak- 

th: 
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eth:he ſaith not, The ungod- 
ly and ſinners ſhall not be 
Judged ; but, The ungodly 
ſhall not fard in the jndge- 
ment: and forthe words have 
in them aliquid Commune, 
which they '1mply; and a/i- 
quid proprium 0 which they 
exprefle. It ts common to all 
perions,both good and bad, 
to come to Judgement :; 
( for fo ſaith the Apoſtle, 
2, Cor. 5. 10. Oportet nos 
omnes, &c, ) but proper ONeE- 
ly to the godly, to ſtand in 
judgement; for their (innes 
being taken away by the im- 
putation of Chriſts righte- 
ouſneſſe, and ſanAification 
of his Spirit, and being co- 
vered with the white gar- 
ment of regeneration, they 
ſhall fand ont in judgement,

that is, they ſhall not be « _ 
founded , condemned , 
overthrown. Contrarily, the

( which before Caſſundra- 
like had often told them the 
true ſtorie of their lives, but 
they would not beleeve her) 
ſhall then like a bloud-hound 
hunt drie foot,and ſet before 
them the ſent of their ſinnes; 
{o that the Lord Judge lhall 
not make any great inquiſi- 
tion to finde out their faults, 
but proceed to ſentence, 
Briefly, ( to piie up much

I have therather touched 
on this particular , becauſe

May my ſoul (till keep on

repoſe my ſelf on the roſe- 
bed of this contemplation! 
for they that never have any 
holy whiſperings with God; 
they that forget(at the leaſt)

And here may I caſt a dart

He Sadduces were a 

' 4 {ec ſprung up among 
the Jews; even in Jeruſa=

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lem were many Sadduces ; 
nay the Sadduces were chief 
governonrs in Jeruſalem, 
for ſo we reade AQts 5.1 7. 
that the chief Prieſts, tore- 
preſſe the Apoſtles preach- 
1ng the reſurre&ion of the 
dead, were aſliſted by thoſe 
of the ſeft of the Sadduces. 
Not Moſes chair was free 
from Sadduciſme; this viper 
hung on many of the high 
Prieſts hands; for 7oannes 
Hircanws , with his ſonnes 
Alexander and Ariffobuls , 
and likewiſe eAnans the 

younger, were of this ſet. 
To ſhew the originall and 
occaſion of this hereſie, I 
muſt open an antiquitie, and 
takeup a ſtorie, as I finde it 
alreadierelated tomy hands. 
The Sadduces yyere ſo cal- 
led.

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led from Sadoc, the firſt au- 
thour of this hereſfie; This Sa- 
doc lived under Antigonu 
Socheu5,who, not lone after 
the dayes of Nehemiah, was 
the chiefeſt Rabbin in the 
great Synagogue at Jeruſa- 
lem. This Antigons gravely 
inſtruQing his diſciples, that 
they ſhould not be of ſervile 
mindes,or do their duties for 
hope of reward; his {cholars 
bearing this, defired him to 
expound his minde more ful- 
ly: whereapon he added, 
that men muſt not expect 
the recompenſe of a good 
life in this world,but Ray for 
it untiil the world to come, 
To theſe words Sadoc a 
chief diſciple of his took 


*exception,and ſaid,he never 


heard of any ſuch thing as 
MT ONT - - 
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the world to come, where- 
upon he with his fellow Bat- 
thus turned apoſtates,andre- 
paired to the Schiſmaticall 
Temple built upon mount 
Gerizim, and became prin- 
cipall Rabbins of the Sama- 
ritans. Amongſt them did 
Sadoc firſt broach this here- 
fie, and taught them, that 
there was noreſ{urretion of 
the dead,becauſe no Immor- 
talitie of the foul; and ſo 
conſequently no judgement 
to come. 

Bur on rotten joiſts 1s this 
foundation laid. Our bleſſed 
Saviour with the modeſtie 
of truth hath long ſince con- 
futed this bold and broad- 
faced herefie of the Saddu- 
ces. Wereade Matth. 22.34, 
that he put them to ſilence,
